Then ag ain, they have found a leader 
whom they reg ard as invincible. 
There is 
not a Democrat in the state who believes it 
possible to defeat Gov. Hill when he carries 
the party banner, as he proposes to do in the 
present cam paig n. 
Mr. Hill has been very 
successful in taking care of him self, and the 
party has according ly surrendered to him, 
g iving him full permission to g o ahead and 
do as he pleases. 
He will name the entire 
state ticket and committee next Tuesday. He 
will take charg e of tbe cam paig n, including 
the handling of the funds, for which he no 
more expects to be called to account than if 
he were the Shah of 
Persia. 
The Demo­ 
cratic intellect is slow to wake up to the idea 
of crookedness in this autocratic party m an­ 
ag em ent, aud the leaders who share the 
profits w ith the Governor are sure that he 
can slip throug h another cam paig n without 
being crushed beneath 
a 
load of 
scan­ 
dal. 
He has also succeeded in com bining nfl 
the bad, vicious and crim inal elem ents in the 
support of the party throug h his whisky affi­ 
liations, and these elements are hard to beat 
for the reason that they are always iu poli­ 
tics, spend money freely, and do not scruple 
to em ploy dishonest methods for the swelling 
of the vote. 
The Republican party needs to 
oe rem inded of these thing s, in order that it 
may understand the sources of the enem y’s 
streng th and the difficulties 
that it will 
have to overcome. 
B ut has not the Republican party eq ual or 
g reater g rounds for confidence also? 
That 
depends. 
There are certainly more voters in 
the ranks of men who are unw illing to g ive 
the

over 
to 
the 
control 
ot 
the 
vicious elements 
than 
there 
are 
among 
the vicious classes them selves. 
These peo­ 
ple are g radually rang ing them selves on the 
Republican side, thoug h they have not yet 
com bined as solidly as the enemies of soci 
ety. 
W ill they g et tog ether?. 
They g ot to­ 
g ether last year in sufficient num bers to g ive 
Harrison 14,000 plurality and to roll up plu­ 
ralities of more than 50,000 each for m em ­ 
bers of Cong ress and Assembly. 
Let them 
uudersfaud that the issues this year are of 
eq ually vital concern, and they will come to 
the polls, every one of them , w ith R epubli­ 
can ballots in their hands. 
B ut we will be beaten if we allow Dem o­ 
cratic boasts to intim idate or discourag e us- 
A pathy or lack of confidence never won a 
victory. 
The issues are such as oug ht to en­ 
list the activity and zeal of every voter. Gov. 
H ill’s whole political future is staked on the 
com ing election. 
If 
he carries the stale 
ticket and tbe Leg islature he will g o into the 
next national convention with the claim that 
he has the electoral vote of the state in his 
pocket. 
And victory for him will be infinite 
disaster to the state. 
It will not make him 
the next President, but it will p ut back li­ 
cense reform and ballot reform a dozen years, 
and reduce the Em pire State to the low 
m oral and political condition of K entucky 
and Texas. 


MORE ABOUT HILL'S ECONOMIES . 


T he Trib u n e, in an article which we pub- 
lish elsewhere, g ives Senator Sloan credit for 
m aking one of the strong est points ag ains1 
Gov. H ill’s pretended economies yet pre­ 
sented, in his speech at the 8 tate Convention. 
If he had really wished to relieve the tax­ 
payers, Mr. Sloan rem arked, he would have 
vetoed the tax-bill, called the Leg islature inlo 
session again, and 
told it where and Low 
to economize. 
Instead of 
this he allowed the 
bill fix ing the tax -rate at 3 .5 2 m ills to become 


a law. 
This tax rate provided for all the ap­ 
propriations passed by the Leg islature. 
Af 
ter the tax-rate had been fixed, with the ap 
proval of the Governor—after it was known 
to him and every member of the Leg islature 
that it would req uire the collection of over 
$12,000,000 from the people, he cut out 
something over $1.800,000 from the appro­ 
priations, the effect of w hich will lie to cre­ 
ate a useless and badly exposed surplus in 
the Treasury. 
The idea, excellent as it is, is not orig inal 
with Mr. Sloan. 
As early as July 26tli 
T he F reem an said in its leading editorial of 
that day: 


The $1,808,550 will not be saved to the tax payers. 
It is in th>“ tax levy and will be collected and turned 
into the treasury, every dollar of it. If the Governor 
had really wished to relieve th e farm ers and other 
tax-payers of the state, he would have vetoed this 
tax-levv and told the L eg islature to make it $1,800,- 
000 or $2,000,000 less. Then he could have cut out 
enoug h item s from appropriations to make thing s 
even, and there would have l>eeu real relief. 


Un the 12th of Aug ust 
T he F r e e m an re­ 
verted to the subject, ag ain, in answer to a 
statement by the Brooklyn Ea g le that the tax 
bill was prepared on the nig ht before ad­ 
journm ent. Here is a part of what this paper 
said at that dale: 


" The Governor at this tim e h ad all the appropria­ 
tions before him. It is fair to presum e that he had 
a g eneral idea of the am ount th a t he intended to cut 
out. If he had vetoed the bill in a messag e to the 
Leg islature, inform ing it of his intentions in reg ard 
to certain items, and g iving it an approximate idea 
of the am ount th at it would be necessary to raise.he 
could have saved to the tax payers the $1,800,000 th a t 
m ust now rem ain in the T reusury a year as surplus­ 
ag e, subject to dem ands w hich do not always w ait 
for the action of the Leg islature, as the history of the 
furnishing of the executive m ansion proves. In the 
sam e m essag e he could have called the leg islature 
into extra session long enoug h to revise the U x-rate 
without involving the state in larg e expense, for the 
m em bers were all in Albany and could have assem ­ 
bled and transacted the necessary business in half a 
day. 
In this way the G overnor could have com ­ 
mended him self to the tax payers a s a sincere friend 
of their interests, for the item s th a t tie has vetoed 
would then have been left in th e ir pockets. Now the 
full am ount will be collected, and the people are un­ 
easy over tbe possibility of its being m isappropri­ 
ated, sq uandered and stolen. 
It is to the credit of Senator Sloau that he 
is a faithful reader of 
T he F reeman . 
11c 
was wise in preserving this important point 
to be presented to the state convention, whence 
it w ill be carried broadcast to all the tax-pay- 
eis of the state. 
If Gov. Hill had had an 
honest purpose in view, he would have said 
to the Leg islature: “ This tax is more than 
the people can bear; put your tax rate where 
it was last year, and I will shape the appro­ 
priations to meet it.” 
It could all have been 
done iu half a day if he bad found it neces­ 
sary to call the Leg islature into extra session. 
And there would not then have been left in 
the treasury a surplus of the people’s money 
for Dem ocratic m anipulation. 
It is this fact that causes popular anxiety. 
The people would not object seriously to the 
extra taxation if it were allowed to g o to tbe 
paym ent of honest debts as the Leg islature 
intended, and which debts must be paid 
sooner or later with accum ulated interest and 
some with costs of litig ation.

And last year Comptroller 
W em ple allowed Snailh, 
the ceiling con­ 
tractor, 
to overdraw his account $15,000. 
Gov. Hill has not saved any money to the 
people by bis vetoes, but he lias g iven the 
Democratic g ang at the Capitol a big oppor­ 
tunity to steal—an opportunity, by the way, 
that was never yet neg lected.

As chairman 
of the Finance Com m ittee of the Senate of 
1888-’89 it became his duty to play a prom i­ 
nent part in shaping fiscal measures aud see­ 
ing them safely throug h the two houses. 
It is this sag acious and faithful leg islator, 
whose vote and influence are always found 
on the rig ht side, who contends that the Gov­ 
ernor's economy in public affairs is of the 
bog us order. 
The facts which he marshaled 
to substantiate this charg e cannot be put 
aside. 
We advise our Democratic friends in 
newspaper offices or on the stum p not to fool 
with them , for they are loaded.

The tax rate for the year was fixed before 
the Governor passed upon the Supply hill, so 
that no m atter what he m ig ht do with the 
Items of that bill, w hether he vetoed them 
all or approved them all, the rate could not 
he in the least altered.

sired was to furnish his partisans with some 
fig ures which they could jug g le with.

$12,(KX>,000 from the people, he cut out 
something over $1,800,000 from the appro­ 
priations. the effect of which will lie to cre­ 
ate a useless and badly exposed surplus in 
the Treasury. 
Tile idea, excellent as it is, is not original 
with Mr. Sloan. 
As early as July 26th 


T h e F r e e m a n said in its leading editorial of 
that day: 


The $1,808,550 will not be saved to the fax payers 
It is In th - tux levy anil will he collected and turned 
Into the treasury, every dollar of It lf the Governor 
bail really wished to relieve th* fanners and other 
tax-puvers of the state, he would have vetoed this 
tox-levv and told the Ix-gislaton- to make it $1,800,- 
OOO or I ’,UXJ,OOO less. 
Then he could have cut out 
enough item s from appropriations to make things 
even, aud th ere would nave l>een real relief. 


Do the 12th of August T h e F r e e m a n re­ 
verted to the subject again, iu answer to u 
statement by the Brooklyn Engle that the tax 
bill was prepared on the night before ad­ 
journment.

In this w ar the Governor could have com ­ 
mended him self to the tax [layers a s a sincere friend 
of their interests, for the item s that lie has vetoed 
would then have been left in their pockets Now the 
full am ount will bt- collected, and the people art- un­ 
easy over the possibility of its being m isappropri­ 
ated, squandered and stolen. 
It is lo the credit of Senator Sloan that he 
is a faithful reader of T h e F r e e m a n .

ralities of more than 50,000 each for m em ­ 
bers of Congress and Assembly. 
Let them 
understand that the issues this year are of 
equally vital concern, and they will come to 
the polls, every one of them, w ith Republi 
can ballots in their hands. 
But we will be beaten if wc allow Demo­ 
cratic boasts to intimidate or discourage us- 
Apathy or lack of confidence never won a 
victory.

This tax rate provided for all the ap­ 
propriations passed by the Legislature. 
A f­ 
ter the tax-rate had been fixed, with the ap­ 
proval of the Governor—after it was known 
to him and every member of the Legislature 
that it would require the collection of over 
112,000,000 from the people, he cut out 
something over $1.800,000 from the appro­ 
priations, the effect of which will be to cre­ 
ate a useless and badly exposed surplus in 
the Treasury. 
The idea, excellent as it is, is not original 
with Mr. SloaD . 
As early as July 26th 
T h e F r e e m a n said in its leading editorial of 
that day: 


The $1.808,550 will not be saved to the tax payers. 
It is in th»* tax levy and will he collected aDd turned 
into the treasury, every dollar of it. If the Governor 
had really wished to relieve the farm ers and other 
tax-pa.vers of the state, he would have vetoed this 
tax-levv and told the legislature to make it $1,800,- 
000 or $2,000,000 less. Then he could have cut out 
enough item s from appropriations to m ake things 
e T e n , and there would have been real relief. 
On the 12th of August T h e F r e e m a n re­ 
verted to the subject, again, in answer to a 
statement by the Brooklyn Eagle that the tax 
bill was prepared on the night before ad­ 
journment. Here is a part of what this paper 
said at that date: 


The Governor at this time had all the appropria­ 
tions before him. It is fair to presum e that he had 
a general idea of the am ount that he intended to cut 
out. 
If he had vetoed the bill in a message to the 
Legislature, informing it of his intentions in regard 
to certain items, and giving it an approxim ate idea 
of the am ount that it would be necessary to raise.he 
could have saved to the tax payers the $1,800,000 that 
m ust now rem ain in the Treasury a year as surplus­ 
age, subject to dem ands which do not always wait 
for the action of the Legislature, as the history of the 
furnishing of the executive mansion proves. In the 
sam e message he could have called the legislature 
into extra session long enough to revise the tax-rate 
w ithout involving the state in large expense, for the 
m em bers were all in Albany and could have assem ­ 
bled and transacted the necessary business in half a 
day. 
In this way the Governor could have com­ 
mended himself to the tax payers a sa sincere friend 
of their interests, for the items that lie has vetoed 
would then have been left in their pockets. Now the 
full am ount will be collected, and the people are un­ 
easy over the possibility of its being m isappropri­ 
ated, squandered and stolen. 
It is to the credit of Senator Sloan that he 
is a faithful reader of T h e F r e e m a n .

was wise in preserving this im portant point 
to be presented to the state convention, whence 
it will be carried broadcast to all the tax-pay- 
tts of the state.

ble—that is, one hundredth of an inch in di­ 
am eter--w ould make 1,000 miles of such 
thread. 
A rem arkable air-wave of January 31 has 
attracted much attention from meteorolog ­ 
ists. who are siill unable to ex plain the phen 
otnenou.

A Volcano Causes C onsternation In M exico 
Tcm in jj One of the Laws of T ennessee- 
T he A ction of a Com m on Council and the 
Exem ption of C ertain Industries, E tc. 


The platform of the Massachusetts Repub­ 
licans contains the following : “ We wish to

We assure him 
that in every effort to extend the law regu­ 
lating the civil service and to root out the 
evil of patronage from Our politics be and his 
Commissioners will receive the hearty sup­ 
port of the Republicans of Massachusetts and 
of her Representatives and Senators. To our 
•S'.untois aud Representatives in Congress we 
would say that the Republicans of Massachu­ 
setts look to them lo defend a sound currency 
and lusist an increase of the present silver 
coinage; to use every exertion to bring about 
a reduction of the surplus revenue; to sup­ 
port a thorough and equitable revision of the 
IfirilT so 
as to 
adapt 
the 
protection 
which it affords lo changed business condi­ 
tions affecting New-England industries in 
common with those of the rest of the coun­ 
try^ lo maintain the American system of pro­ 
tection to American industry and labor with 
which the party marched to victory at the 
last election, and which is identified with 
every period of our National prosperity; to 
strive without ceasing to secure a National 
election law which shall give protection to the 
National ballot and to the citizen in casting 
It; to continue the just and liberal policy of 
the Government towards the soldiers and sail­ 
ors who defended it ; to give aid to our steam­ 
ship lines and begin the building up of our 
merchant marine, and to vote for and sup­ 
port ample appropriations for the American 
N aw . so that we may secure at once a pow­ 
erful fleet, able to defend the American coast 
and the American flag, and to he a guaran­ 
tee of peace with all the world.” 
The elections in Brazil are reported to have 
given a decided majority' to the party of 
progrtss, who are in sympathy with the ideas 
of I)om Pedro as to slavery and other mat­ 
ters. This indicates a great change of feel­ 
ing in the country, as for many yeais past 
the imperial policy of emancipation has been 
carried forward in spite of a majority of rep 
resentatives of the planting interest in the 
Imperial Parliament. Indeed the liberation 
of the Rrazilian slaves may he said to have 
been the work of one man, who at least finds 
the nation on his side, after livingdown more 
obloquy than usually falls to a monarch. 
The confidence operators who swindled 
Farmer Frederick Gleim, of Strcator, Hi., 
out of $5.000, were brought to Ottawa. III., 
from La Porte, Ind., and landed id ja il W ed­ 
nesday. Four hundred and sixty dollars 
were found in a scam at the bottom of oue of 
the prisoner’s pantaloons. There is no doubt 
that the two men are noted confidence men, 
as they are wanted froui Boston to Missouri. 
The burglary season in Philadelphia seems 
to have proved’ a failure. According to the 
report of the police department, there were 
about 9,000 houses in that City left unoccu­ 
pied by the owners during the summer. Of 
these, 11 were entered by thieves, who suc­ 
ceeded in taking goods, away in nine cases. 
In every instance the thieves were captured 
and convicted and the goods recovered. 
The body of Richard Maybury, shockingly 
disfigured, was found on Wednesday night 
under the ruins caused by the recent land­ 
slide at Quebec. The remains were interred 
yesterday with military honors. The num­ 
ber of bodies recovered to date is 44, and one, 
that of Young Pemberton, is still buried un- 
ler the debri*. The 14 woundui victims aro 
in a fair way for recovery. 
At yesterday’s session of the Tri-Synodic 
Hoard of Missions of the Reformed Church 
at Lancaster. Pa., the Rev. U. B. Sliuey was 
continued as Superintendent of 
Mi-sions 
within the bounds of the Synod of the In- 
teiior, covering Kansas, Nebraska and Iowa. 
An apportionment of $24.000 for missions 
and $5,000 for church building was divided 
amoug the Svnods. 
At 11 o’clock yesterday morning the Laflin 
& Rand powder mill at Cressona, three miles 
below Pottsville, Pa., blew up. The explo­ 
sion was terrific in force. William Schropp, 
Samuel Stotef and Hcnrv Reed were killed 
and a number of other workmen injured. 
Nearly all the window glass in Cressona was 
shattered, and the concussion was sensibly 
felt in Pottsville. 
• 
The Mulattos mining district in Sonora, 
Mexico, has been sold to Hayward and Mo- 
hart, mining millionaires at San Francisco, 
who paid nearly $2,000,000 for the property 
which includes half a score of rich hut im­ 
perfectly developed mines. The purchasers 
propose to put in an improved plant. This 
is the biggest mining transaction recorded 
there for years. 
At the foot of Sand Mountain, Alabama, 
there is a large box bearing the inscription: 
Drop a coin in the slot and draw out wliis- 
key at the rate of $2 a gallon.” Tnis auto­ 
matic liar is known as “a blind tiger.” The 
man who was arraigned f ir running this box 
bar room escaped conviction, as it was im ­ 
possible to prove his ownership. 
An extensive strike of dock laborers has been 
begun at Rotterdam. The strikers demand 
an increase of 25 per cent, and a higher rate 
for overtime. The strike began hv 2,000 
lightermen stopping work. Later the strike 
became general. The Socialists have prom­ 
ised to assist the strikers. So far there has 
been no serious disorder. 
The shad of the Upper Delaware waters 
have been noted for a century for their size 
and flavor. The Delaware & Hudson Canal 
Company’s dam at Lackiwaxen haviug cut 
them oil from migration to their natural 
spawning grounds above, fish-ways are being 
constructed to allow them to get up.

Machines for navigating the air mav he di­ 
vided iuto three ciasses-flyiug machines with­ 
out gas-bags, ordinary balloons propelled by 
the wind alone; and air ships of gas envelope 
and car containing propelling machinery. 
The idea of combining the flying with the 
balloon, affirms J. E. Watkins, contains, in 
the opinion of modern aeronauts, the one cle­ 
ment of hope, for the future for successfully 
navigating

atmosphere.

author the 
prac­ 
tical 
air ship 
must 
he 
substantially 
constructed, must be provided with life boats 
and parachutes, must have light and power­ 
ful engines with a reserve set for accident, 
must have ample generators for making gas 
eu route, must have a rigid gas envelope of a 
form to offer the least resistance to head­ 
winds, must he air and moisture tight and lit 
tie affected hv heat and cold, and must he di­ 
vided into compartments so that an accident 
would liberate only a portion of the gas. 
Such 
an air-ship could scarcely com­ 
pete 
with 
railways and steamships on 
slioit lines, and the dreams of the most en­ 
thusiastic aeronauts have led them only to 
hope for an arrangement for rapidly passing 
over long distances. Ou local lines of 100 
miles or less in length, however, some sys­ 
tem of electric air ship sliding at a height, of 
50 to 100 feet along a double track of guiding 
wires might he devised, and would offer 
many advantages in thickly populated dis­ 
tricts. 
An ordinary hair is about one-500th of ail 
inch in diameter. In his delicate measuring 
instruments U. V. Boys, F. It. S., has made 
use of quartz fibres from one-5,000th to onc- 
lO.OOOtli of an inch in diameter, supporting 
weights of 30 grains. In his experiments 
quartz fibres much finer than this were drawn 
out by means of an

Mr. Boys remarks that a 
piece of quartz an inch long and an inch in 
diameter would, if drawn out to this fine 
ness, be sufficient to go all the way round the 
world 658 times; or a grain of sand just visi­ 
ble— that is, one hundredth of an inch in di­ 
ameter--would make 1,000 miles of such 
thread. 
A remarkable air-wave of January 31 lias 
attracted much attention from meteorolog­ 
ists. who are si ill unable to explain the ptien 
otnenoD. 
At several stations in Central 
Europe the barometer recorded a sudden dip 
of about four hundredths of an inch, fol­ 
lowed by a corresponding rise a few minutes 
later. Dr. E. Herrmann has traced the dis­ 
turbance from 1‘olit to Keitum, separated by 
about five degrees of latitude, I lie rate of 
translation between these'placcs having been 
about 71 miles an hour. In an easterly and 
westerly direction the disturbance was cou 
fined to narrow limits. There was no earth­ 
quake in Europe.

Tons of Concords have been 
ruined here and there so badly tint the fruit 
will not be picked. 
Where the damage in­ 
flicted is not so great aironts of wine making 
houses in Ncw-York City and elsewhere have 
been making heavy purchases. 
The prices 
paid range from $18 to $40 lier ton. 
At the 
highest figure this only gives the producer 
two cents per pound. 
Along the Hudson 
River between Cornwall nnd Cul*kill and be­ 
tween Fishkill and Germantown a number of 
vineyardists have done fairly well. 
The peach crop also has been injured by 
(he storms, yet much of the fruit still to l>c 
shipped is exceptionally fine.

The expectations of Concord grape-grow- 
ers along the Hudson Valley of marketing 
one of the finest crops ever grown have not 
been realized. 
Mildew and rot did consid­ 
erable damage in a score or more localities in 
the early portion oí the season, but the most 
havoc has been wrought by the severe storni9 
which have followed one another in rapid 
succession this month. 
Rain has fallen in 
torrents, in instances accompanied by hail 
storms and high winds. 
From returns received to-day it appears 
that owners of vineyards along the valleys of 
the Wallkill and Rondout have l>een the 
heaviest losers. Tons of Concords have been 
ruiued here and there so badly that the fruit 
will not be picked. 
Where the damage in­ 
flicted is not so great agents of wine-making 
houses in New-York City and elsewhere have 
been making heavy purchases. 
The prices 
paid range from $18 to $40 per ton. 
At the 
highest figure this only gives the producer 
two cents per pound. 
Along the Hudson 
River between Cornwall and Catskill anil be­ 
tween Fislikil! and Germantown a number of 
vineyardists have done fairly well. 
The peach crop also has been injured by 
the storms, yet much of the fruit still to be 
shipped is exceptionally fine. 
The prevail­ 
ing price at wholesale is from $1 to $1.75 
per half bushel basket. The prices for October 
fruit will be much higher. 
In its entirety 
the yield has been a remerative one to the 
growers. 
The apple crop is short, and in many lo­ 
calities in point of quality it does not amount 
to very much.

The Legislature a t the first session 
thereof, after the adoption of this am endment, shall 
provide for the election a t the general election next 
after the adoption of this am endment.by the Electors 
of the first and second judicial districts of not more 
than two Justices of the Supreme Court in addition 
to the justices of th at court now in office in each of 
said judicial districts and one justice of said court 
in addition to the 
justices of th at court now 
authorized by law to be elected in each of the fol­ 
lowing judicial districts, nam ely; The third, fourth 
fifth, sixth, seventh, and eighth judicial districts’ 
The justice so elected shall be invested with their 
office on the first Monday of Jan u ary next after 
their election. 
Resolved, [If the Senate concur] That the forego­ 
ing am endm ent be referred to the Legislature to 
be chosen at the next general election of Senators 
and th a t in conform ity to section one article 
thirteen of the Constitution it be published for three 
months previous to the tim e of such election.
